Steel Seizure 
Puts Controls 


to Test 


Washington, April 9 
(/P> — The 


wage-price controls program faced 
a major test for survival today in 
the wake of government seizure o£ 
the strike-threatened1 steel mills. 


The Senate Banking Committee 


was called back into closed-door 
session this morning to 
try 
for 


some agreement on a bill to extend 
the Defense Production Act. This is 
'[he base on which the government's 
fhole vast structure of economic 
conttols rests. 


Angry demands for scrapping the 


program were prompted by the 
steel wage negotiations, capped by 
President Truman's o r d e r last 
night for seizure of the industry to 
avert a walkout. 


Ch-iirman Maybank (D-SC) urged 


the committee to avoid "passion or 
the hysteria of the times" in its 


Deliberations. 
9 Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) and Sen. 


Capeharl (R-Ind), members of the 
group, told a reporter they believe 
the weeks ahead will give the wage 
and. price controls sections "their 
greatest test" and bring s t r o n g 
moves in Congress to ditch them. 


Capehart said he believes
